- Tux Chancellor of the Exchequer, having‘moved that the Report be t- 
ed and printed, spoke as follows = mn — 
_ * My Lord, 

**T am sure it would be wholly unnecessary for me to use any argument in 
support of the motion I am about to propose, for receiving and printing the 
Report we have just heard: but it may not be altogether superfluous to ex- 
press, in a few words, the pleasure apd admiration with which, in common, 1 
am convinced, with every other gentleman present, I have listened to the facts 
it contains. It appears to me, indeed, (if Lmay be allowed to judge of the 
feelings of others by my own,) that the presse of attending a Meeting of this 
kind, though not less delightful than it has ever been, has somewhat changed 
its character, and is of a more calm and tranquil kind than it was some years 
ago. In the early Meetings of the Society, though we had much to excite feelings 
of gratitude as well as hope, it was impossible totally"to subdue the apprelien- 
sion that the rising Society might be crushed by opposition, stifled by invete- 
rate, though groundless, prejudice, or expire for waut of : rt, amidst the 
apathy and indifference to all religious feeling which appeared so generally to 
pervade the nation. We could not suppress a recurring doubt, whether, after 
the lapse of so many ages and generations, during which the progress of the 
= had been checked, and while its outward acknowledgment remained, 
at the best, only stationary, its inward and real efficacy had suffered deep and 
fatal inroads, at one time from superstition, and more recently from the wide- 
spreading influx of irreligion and infidelity, it could be reserved for our own 
times to witvess that establishment of divies truth, which, though we had the 
authority of revelation to rely upon, as ultimately certain, was invisible in 
its approach, and hidden from us as to the time and circumstances of its ac- 
complishment. But for some time past, and above all at the present moment, 
these apprehensions and doubts seem dispelled by a joyful certainty, and to 
leave no room for any other emotions thar those of admiration, gratitude, 
and universal love. We see the Gospel rapidly extending itself into every 
region of the world, and we feel ourselves, in however humbie a degree, and 
with whatever unworthiness, the instruments of so glorious a work. We not 
only discern the dawn, but see the rapid diffusion, and almost’ the bright ef- 
fulgence, of the light of heaven. 

‘* If then, as I trust, we have the happiness to witness one of the great eras 
of the establishment of Christianity, we have abundant reason for additional 
gratitude, in one circumstance in which it has differed from those which have 
preceded it. In the former great periods, of the first promulgation of the Gos- 
pel, and the restoration of pure religion at the Reformation, the progress of truth 
was opposed by every effort of human policy and power. Amidst savage wats, 
and unrelenting persecutions, religion obtained her painful triumph. But we 
now behold her progress unopposed, (except by the harmless weapons of" mis- 
taken controversy,) and wherever ee authority has interfered, it has been, 
not to check, but to encourage and support it. The Kings of the earth have 
indeed stood ip, and rts Rulers have taken eounsel together, but it has not been 
against the Lord, and against his Anointed; ithas not been to extingnish the 
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light of the Gospel in the blood of its professors; but to acknowledge its au~ 
thority, and extend its influence. 

** You will petceive, my Lord, that I am peaipeey alluding to a very re- 
markable transaction, which has distinguished the past year; and which dif- 
fered so widely fromdiplomatic forms, and from the principles of ordinary po- 
licy, that it is not surprising, that at first it should have excited some degree of 
jealousy and suspicion; fT mean the Secret Treaty, concluded and signed at 
Paris, by the Emperors of Austria and Russia, and the King of Prussia. The 
confused and imperfect notions of this proceeding which at first crept out, 
naturally occasioned curiosity, and even alarm, rather than confidence; but to 
those. who had the opportunity of beiig acquainted with the real and genuine 
history of-this arrangement, and of knowing the sincerity and. integrity. of the 
principles from which it originated, it-afforded the gratifying, and hitherto un- 
precedented spectacle, of an union of Christian Sovereigns,.differing in their 
respective modes of religious persuasion, but agreeing in a publie recognition. 
of the divine authority of the Gospel, and binding themselves by a solemn 
compact, to adopt its precepts as. the rules of their policy and conduct. I 
tecl it my duty to add, that, though Jegal and constitutional difficulties pre- 
vented the Sovereign of this country from acceding in form to this Treaty, 
yet this, Government. was confidentially acquainted with eyery stage of the 
proceeding, and fully concurred in its principles and spirit. It was not, how- 
ever, till the return of the Emperor of Russia to St. Petersburgh that it re- 
ceived the fullest. elucidation. Whes- we learn from the Report we have 
heard, the zeal with which that. great Sovereign entered into the concerns of 
the Bible Society, it, becomes impossible longer.to hesitate as to the real sen- 
timents and intentions of bis heart, in-the transaction we have been considering. 
In giving the Bible to every nation of. his vast dominions in its own language, 
he fixed the real and most appropriate ratification to the Christian Treaty. 

“ Nor ought we,, though. the Emperor af Russia has assumed that pre-emi- 
nence in this great work to which. the extent of his dominions, and the great. 
extent of his power entitle him, to forget the services of other Sovereigns and 
Princes of Europe recorded in the Report. Even here we cannot stop. It 
is not to Christian Princes only that we owe acknowledgments for a reverent 
reception of the Gospel,.and willing aid in. its diffusion. The Persian and 
‘Tartar,.the,Mahomedan and. the Heathen; even.the Jew, appear to lend a 
ready assistance in. the distribution.of that divine boek, whose doctrines we 
may hope its heavenly Author is opening their hearts to receive.” 

This Resolution was thus seconded by the Bisaor or GLOUCESTER : 

‘* | thank my Right Honourable Friend that he has made this motion in so 
ample a manner, as to make it necessary for me to say only a very few words, I 
rejoice to find, that, though.the pressure on the country has been great during 
the last year, yet charity does not fail. Opposition has been revived, but it 
has been ably and decisively defeated. Indeed,, facts begin now to speak. 
We find many examples of the practical results of disseminating the pure 
Word of Ged, At the first origin of the Society,.as the plan was new, men 
naturally reasoned on the probable tendencies of it. Different men argued in 
different ways. One set of persons argued on the probability of its lessening 
the circulation, of the. Book cf Common Prayer, and endangering the safety of 
the Church. . The friends of the Society, on the contrary, conceived that its 
tendency would be. toincrease the general regard for ihe Formularies and. Au- 
thorities of the National Church, while it promoted true piety and virtue among 
éar people. And now.haye facts confirmed or overthrown these opposite rea - 
sghings? The circulaticn of the Prayer Book has not been lessened : it has, an 
the contrary, greatly increased, during the whole period since the formation 
of this Society :a sufficient eyidence that the Established Church is more firm- 
ly seated in the affections of the community. The forebodings of those who. 
argued on this side of the question are now absolutely forgotten. In the mean. 
time, the other tendency which the friends of our Society thought to be the 
most probable begins to appear. The effects of the Bible are becoming daily 
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more and more visibles . And-what are these effects? Let.the Report of the 
Southwa#k and the Westminster Auxiliary Societies—let the testimony of our 
excellent Foreign Secretary declare. The drunkard becomes sober, the pro- 
fligate chaste, the swearer fears an oath. May the God of the Bible grant 
that this tendency may increase year by'year! May the time come, when 
the word of God shall bé ih every heart ‘an incorruptible seed, which sha! 
bloom and blossom here, and bring forth fruit to everlastin life.” 

C. Barciax, Esq. M. P. for Southwark, moved the Thanks to the Pre- 
sident. Amongst other things, be observed, 

“* When I look around me and see by’whom 1 am supported, I feel that it 
would be an act of gréat presumption, were I to detain this Meeting by en- 
tering at any length upan the rapid progress which this Society has made, or 
the inestimable benefits which it has conferred upon mankind ; but 1 cannot 
help calling to the recollection of the Meeting, the place which I have the 
honour to répresent, not metely on account of the large sum which it has re- 
mitted to the Parent Society, but on account of the means by which that sum 
‘has been collected. Out of the 25C#i. which has been stated to be the 
amount of its subscription, I believe tliat more than 2100/. has arisen from the 
Bible Associations, and the subscribers of One Penny per week. ‘This is a 
most striking proof of the efficacy of Bible Associations; and I cannot too 
strongly recommend them, as I fully believe that we must look to them as the 
principal source of our future income. They likewise have another, and a 
very strong claim upon our patrohage ’; asthe system which they have adopted 
of visiténg the families in their several districts creates that union and connex- 
ion between the different ranks of society which must inevitably produce af- 
fection and good will one towards another, and stimulate the lower classes to 
an orderly and regular conduct, “by “bringing theii more directly under the 
view and superintendence of their wealihy and independent neighbours.” 

The Bisnor or Cloyne moved Thanks to the Secretarics. Having in- 
troduced the ee 7707 with some appropriate remarks, he added, 

“ Here I should sit down, if an event had not happened, though in a distant 
part of the world, since I had last the pleasure of meeting you, which has left 
so strong an impressien upon my mind of the effect that can be produced by 
the Bible, that I must beg leave to say a few words on that occurrence. 

“* It cannot be unknown to any of you, that wae of our common sailors, un- 
assisted by any knowledge but what the Bible gave. him, has found himself, by 
peculiar circumstances, placed at the head of a community in one of the scat- 
tered islands in the South Seas. The whole Society looked up to him as their 
civil and religious Legislator ; and assisted by his Bible alone, he taught them 
simply what the Bible taught him, the knowledge of God, and of Jesus Christ 
whom he has sent. They all know the Creed and the Lord’s Prayer: their 
first employment at sun-rise is to repeat that prayer, and to bless their Creatay 
for giving them another day; and at their meals they continue the pious 
custom, once universally followed here, but now ! fear growing too much into 
disuse, of thanking God for furnishing them with food, and for giving them 
health to enjoy it. The young people marry as soon as they are of a mar- 
riageable age, and a porticn of ground is given them to cultivate for them- 
selves. When it was asked, if any instance of licentiousness had occurred 
among them, it was answered, not one; if any quarrels or fighting, they re- 


plied in their simple language, ‘ a few et of the mouth.’ Their religioa 






was the pure Word of God, and their ice corresponded with it. 

** No dispute, whether Calvif or Ar as was in the right ; no contests be- 
tween Sub-Lapsarians and Supra-Lapsarians ; bet religious, as well as civil 
‘peace dwelt among them; auda form of society existed, which has been fan- 
cied indeed by Poets in their dfeams, and by Philosophers in their closets, but 
seems never to have existed dpon the earth since the times of the first Patri- 
archs, a community without quarrels and without vice, . 

“Let me ask what has produced this sinzutar effect: the Dible—the Bible 
dlono—the Bikla without notes, 
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‘6 Go on then, Gentlemen, disperse your Bibles without netes in gery ian- 
guage, and to every people under heaven. The harvest may vary %s the sof] 
is warmed by a cheerful sun, or chilled by the rains and frosts of winter; but 
wherever'the Word of God is sown, there will a harvest be reaped, whether it 
be ‘ of twenty, or of thirty, or ofa handred fold,’ as it pleaseth him who di- 
rects all things for the good of his creatures. 

‘“* Anxious to join my thanks to all who assist us in this great work, and con- 
scious how much the exertions of our Secretaries have been essential to its suc- 
cess, ] therefore move that thanks be given,” &c. &. 

The Rev. Jonn Owen came‘ forward, and stated, he appeared before the 


Meeting, by desire of his colleagues, to acknowledge both for them and for 


himself, the resolution of thanks, with which, at the close of the twelfth year 
of service, their labours in the Society had this day been honoured. It was 


.the wish of the Secretaries, on occasions like this, to be consideged as simply 


ministerial. 

** To the vote of approbation, so unanimously and affectionately conveyed, 
neither his colleagues nor himself could pretend to be insensible. He would, 
however, candidly say, that if thosé labours, under which, accumulating, as 
they did, from year to year, he was sometimes apprehensive of sinking, had 
been thought to give him some claim to their favour, he would wish to receive 
his recompense from them, not in the ensnaring tribute of personal applause, 
but in the wholesome and gratifying return of a vigorous, persevering, and pru- 
dent co-opefation. 

“ He said a prudent co-operaiion : for as the country was now roused to un- 
common exertions, it haath oy require a corresponding degree of prudence and 


' discretion to direct those exertions tothe attainment of their object. How se- 


cure the Society was against injury from opposition, had been sufficiently prov- 
ed by the events of that hostility with which it had been so frequently, but 
hopelessly assaulted. Ifit should suffer as little from its friends, as ithad done 
from its enemies, its prosperity would be complete, and its glory unalloyed. 
He trusted he should be excused, if, from a zeal for its honour, he urged upon 
all who took a share in its concerns, the importance of acting in such a man- 
ner, as-£0 secure for it the continuance of its present high and unblemished re- 
utetion. No language which he could use would be too strong to express, 
oe much it behooved the Members of the Institution, in every part of the 
Empire, to bear in mind, in all their administrations, the sanctity of its cha- 
racter, and the sublimity of its end; to advocate its interests in the spirit of 
meekness, sobriety, and devotion; and to abstain from every measure which 
might be likely to compromise what was due to the acknowledged preener of 
age, condition, and sex. On the last of these topics, he confessed, he felt not 
a little anxiety ; and he should be unfaithful to his trust, if he allowed himself 
altogether to conceal it. ‘To the admission of females into a participation of 
the Jabours and the triumphs of the Society, he was decidedly friendly. The 
good effects of it were too apparent to be overlooked, and too important not 
to be highly appreciated. But with every desire to have the energies of fe- 
males drawn forth into exercise, he wished them to be employed in a manacer 
comporting with that delicacy which has ever been considered as characteris- 
tic of the sex, and which constitutes one of its best ornaments, and its strong- 
est securities. He wished their co-operation to be active but unostentatious ; 
like the blood which circulates unglijgerved through every part of the frame, 
and which is only to be seen in the-hu® of health which it imparts to the coun- 
tenance, and the vitality and vigout which it communicates to the system: 

‘¢ For his ewn part, he felt, and desired still more to feel, the serious re- 
sponsibility of his connexion with the Society. It was the wish nearest his 
heart, and he was sure he might say the same of his colleagues, to approve 
themselves, in their respective departments, * as Ministers of God ;’ ‘ by pure- 
ness, by knowledze, by long-suffering, by kindness, and by love unfeigned.’ 
They were willing to serve the cause on the terms they had hitherto done, and 
to abide by the consequences with which that service has heen attended—‘ bv 
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henour and dishonour; by evil report and good report; as deceivers, and yet 
true ; as unknown, and yet well known; as dying, and behold, we live; as 
chastened, and not killed ; as sorrowful, yet alwevs rejoicing ; as poor, yet 
making many rich; as having nothing; and yet possessing all things.’

Extract of a letter from Mr. Paterson. 
Petersburgh, 28th September, 1815. 


In a short tour from Petersburgh, we fell in with a Colony 
of Cossacks, consisting of about ninety persons, who are in 
these quarters fer the word of God and the meng of Je- 
sus Christ. They belong originally to the Don, and are of 
the sect of Duhabertzy*, of ois you will find some parti- 
culars in Pinkerton’s Greek Church. Since they came to 
Finland, they have had no books among them; not even a 
single copy of the Scriptures.,,, We had a long conversation 
with one of them, who could not read, and yet he answered 
all our questions in the language of Scripture. We asked if 
they had any — among them? He answered, ‘ Yes, we 
have a Great igh Priest, who is holy, harmless, &c. Have 
you baptism ? ‘ We are baptised with the Holy Ghost und 
with fire.’ Have you Communion? ‘ We have communion 
with the Lord Jesus daily.’ Have you churches? ‘1 hope 
you do not think that churches are built of wood and stone ; 
wherever two or three are met together in Christ’s name, 
there he has promised to be a them; and there, is a 
Church of Christ. We have now conversed about God for 
more than an hour, and are of one heart and one soul, we are 
a church when you will. With the so called churches we can 
have nothing to do, as they admit drunkards, &c. &c. ; but a 
Church of Christ is holy, and ll its members must be so too. 
You will find no such people among us.? What is your opin- 
ion of the new birth? reading to him the passage in John iii. 
‘ We are born the first time when we are born of our mother, 
but the second time when our hearts are changed by the word 
and spirit of God, when we are led to hate what we loved, 
and love what we hated formerly, when we give over living 
in sin ;.not that we are perfect in this world, but we have no. 

leasure in sin as before.? What do you think is meant by 
being born of water and of the spirit? * By water is not 
meant baptism, but the word of God; for we are born of the 
incorruptible seed of the word which liveth and abideth for 
ever ; and as it is the Spirit by whose operation this is effect- 
ed, so we are said to be born of the Spirit; that which is born

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of the flesh is flesh; so you see we are not Christians or born 
again as we come into the world, we do not inherit it from 
our parents.’ - But seeing.you cannot read, how came you ‘to 
know all this? ‘1 wonder you ask such a question. Has not 
Jesus promised to be with his people always,.to the end of 
the world ; and has he not promised to give them his Spirit 
to teach them all things? He-has said, when you are brought 
before governors and-kings for my sake, take no thought how 
or what you shall speak, for «shall be given you inthe same 
hour what you shall speak; now I believe the promise. [ 
have often been called to answer for my religion, and I have 
always found Jesus.true to his word. And there now, when 
called to come before you, I prayed God to fulfil this promise 
to me, and he has done it. You see I speak freely, and you 
seem satisfied with me. You are the first we have ever met 
with in this place who-understood us. You must be taught 
by the same spirit.?- Can any among you read ? ‘ There are 
some among us who can read: but you seem to lay much 
stress on reading and being learned: Jesus Christ had no 
other learning than his parents taught him, and the apostles 
were unlearned men. It is enough if we are taught of the 
Spirit.’ We asked him if he crossed himself before these 
pictures? he replied, ‘ That we cannot do; you know the 
commandinents ;? and here he repeated the first and second. 
Are you obedient to the laws.?..‘ As far as they do not inter- 
fere with our religion or our faith. We have sworn allegiance 
to our Emperor, and we serve in the army.’ You are called 
Duhabertzy ? ‘ Our gracious Emperor has been pleased to 
call us so, and we submit. We call ourselyes true Chris- 
tians ; we are the same as from the beginning.’ Are there 
many on the Don of your way of thinking. ‘Oh yes, many 
thousands ; but they are afraid to show themselves, ‘or to 
avow their opinions,’ Have you been persecuted ? ‘ If any 
man will live godly in Christ Jesus, he must suffer persecu- 
tion.? We then related to him. what was going on in the reli- 
gious world, and made him acquainted with the Bible Socie- 
tye I wish you bad been. present while we related these 
things to him. He seemed to awaken.as gut ofa dream: a 
heavenly joy beamed from his countenance, which melted our 
hearts. At last he exclaimed, ‘ Now he is near. We have 
Jong been expecting bim to come, and long been convinced 
it could not be far distant, but never believed that such pre, 
parations were making for his coming. No person has ever 
sqid us of these things. I will go home to my church, and re- 
bate to them all these glorious things. How will my brethren 
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rejoice when they hear them.’ We gave hima Russian Tes- 
tament, and some of our Society’s publications to carry home 
with him to his brethren, as he always called them. It seems 
they have all things common, or nearly so. Their conduct is 
most exemplary: they have a good report of all men, even 
of their enemies. 0

Extracts from the Report of ‘the 22d General Meging of 
the (London) Missionary Sociey 
(Continued from page 381.) 
AMBOYNA. | 

Mr. Kam, who went out with Mr. Supper and Mr. Bruck- 
ner, was appointed to labour for a time at Sourabaya, where 
the people professing Christianity had long been destitute of 
divine ordinances. From thence he proceeded to Amboyna, 
the chief of the Molucca islands, where he statedly resides 
and officiates as pastor of the Dutch Church. There also — 
the people had long been in a destitute condition, the Lord’s 
supper had not been administered for about thirteen years. 
Bibles and Testaments, he says, are much wanted; he is of 
opinion that 20,000 copies are requisite for the full supply of 
vs people, and that they would readily be purchased by 
them. ; 

Mr. Kam was supplied by Mr. Morrison with a good num- 
ber of Chinese Testaments, which he has had an opportunity 
of distributing among the Chinese in Amboyna, and by whom 
they were thankfully:received. 

Mr. Kam is applying himself to the Malay language, and 
much wishes that several young men who areacquainted with 
it, may be sent out, as. he judges that there is abundant room 
and occasion for many labourers. ° 

CEYLON. | 

No material information has been received from. Ceylon 
during the past year. Mr. Palm continues in the Dutch 
Church at Columbo. Mr. Ehrardt and Mr. Read superintend 
some schools; but the Directors.do not think: it expedient to 
support them merely in that ¢apacity. We, rejoice to see 
that other Societies have turned their attention to this inter- 
esting island; and shall be glad to send more Missionaries 
thither from our Society, as soon as suitable. persons can be 
obtained. It has been recently proposed to Mr. Thom, now 
at the Cape, to remove to Ceylon, for which station he sccms 
to be peculiarly adapted. 

INDIA. 


Tue Directors wil! now proceed to report the genera? 
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state of our, Missions in India ;, that populous region of the 
earth which, on all accounts, claims our special regard ; and 
to which the Directors, duriyg the last year, have paid parti- 
cular attention, by considerably increasing the number of the 
Missionaries. 7 

BENGAL. 

Too long has the northern part of India been neglected by 
us, not indeed for want of inclination to send Missionaries 
thither, but ‘for want of suitable labourers, in addition to those 
whose assistance was required in the stations before esta- 
blished. About three years ago, Mr. May was permitted to 
settle at Chinsurah, a town.on the west side of the river 
Hooghly, about twenty-two miles north of Calcutta. Here 
he applied himself, with diligence, to that work for which he 
has peculiar talents—the instruction of children.. In our last 
Report it was stated that he had formed three or four schools 
in Chinsurah and Chandernagore, and that his method of con- 
ducting them was highly approved by many European gen- 
tlemen who had visited them ; it was also suggested, that his 
= of instruction, when matured, might possibly be general- 
y adopted in that populous country. We have now the 
pleasure to state, that this expectation is realised; and that 
Mr. May has been encouraged to establish in that very po- 
pulous neighbourhood twenly schools, containing one thou- 
sand six hundred and fifig-one children, among whom are 
258 sons of Brahmins. These schools he regularly superin- 


‘tends ; and in so doing, receiyes encouragement and support 


from the regular authorities of the country. Mr. May having 
the prospect of extending his operations still more widely, 
earnestly desires that one or two able persons, possessing 2 
Missionary spirit, may be speedily sent out as additional su- 
perintendents. The Directors are happy to say, that they 
have already engaged for that purpose one who is strongly 
recommended to them, not only by his ministry, but by his 
zeal insimilar services in the metropolis. 

It is with y= pleasure that the Society accepted the 
services of Mr. Henry Townley, whose ardent zeal’ in the 
Missionary Cause induced him to relinquish his ministerial 
engagements at Paddington, where his lsbours met with great 
acceptance, and where his prospects of comfort and success 
were unusually inviting. He is associated with Mr. Keith, 
one of the students from Gosport, with whom he lately sailed 
for Calcutta, which may justly be styled the metropolis of the 
East: where, in a variety of ways, there is ample scope for 
the exercise of thefr talents ; ad where, we trust, in addition. 
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+0 fellow-labourers - of the Establishment, and of other der.a- 

minations, they will be rendered abundantly useful, as instru- 

ments of extending the kingdom of Christ among the Hindoos 

and Mahometans. hl rag } 
MADRAS. 


For a long time the Directors have been earnestly desirous 
of gratifying the wishes, and’strengthening the hands of Mr. 
Loveless at Madras, by sending out an additional labourer. 
pak satisfaction they haye just dispatched for that sta- 
tion Mr, Knill, formerly a student at Axminster, and recent 
at Gosport, whose disposition and talents, they trust, are well 
adapted to that important post, and of whose conduct as a 
Missionary, they indulge the most pleasing expectations. 

Mr. Loveless mentions in his last letter, that he had 75 
boys in a Missionary Free Schéol, and that he had the pros- 
pect of forming a female school’on the same plan. _ The ar- 
rival of Mr. Knill will probably enable him to adopt Mr, 
May’s Htappoved plan, and to extend his operations in like 


manner, 
. GANJAM. 

Little of importance has occured at Ganjam, since the last 
Report. Mr. Lee’s ill health has sometimes been such as to 
interrupt his labours ; but when he wrote last he appeared te 
be completely restored. His ‘ministry is attended by a con- 
siderable number of persons with apparent scriousness ;_ but 
he laments the want of decisive evidence of success. He 
proceeds with his.school, in which there are 24 native chil- 
dren; but on. account of the general dread of being made 
Christians, he has not yet been able to introduce the reading 
of the Scriptures. Mr. Lee also attends once a week at the 
hospital, to instruct our sick and dying countrymen, many of 
whom he finds hardened by sin, and in a state of almost hea- 
then darkness. He is still proceeding with his translation of 
the book of Genesis into the Telinga language. He much 
wishes for the assistance of another Wissionsry. e 

VIZAGAPATAM. 

This important station has had to struggle with many dif- 
ficulties. The death of those able and excellent Missiona- 
ries Cran and Des Granges, after having acquired the Telinga 
language, was a heavy 4 Since that time, Messrs. Gor- 
don, Lee, and Pritchett, have laboured assiduously to sup- 
port the mission ; but Mr. Lee removed to Ganjam, and Mr. 
Gordon has been repeatedly attacked by a liver complaint, 
which has obliged him to take two voyages in hope of reco- 
very; and there is reason to fear that he will be under the 
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necessity of relinquishing the mission, at least for a time. It 
has pleased God also to remove by death Mrs. Gordon, who 
was a truly pious, amiable, and'useful person. She died No- 
vember 25, 1814, in her thirty-fourth year, after an illness’ of 
thirteen days ; but she departed “ enjoying the peace of the 
righteous, the support of the Gospel, and the anticipation of 
vlory,”? leaving an affectionate husband and four young chil- 
en to lament her loss. 

Mr. Pritchett writes, that he is proceeding as usual in his 
work, but is not favoured with that visible success which he 
desires. He has baptized one woman, who appears to have 
been turned from her vain conversation to serve ‘the living 
God, and to seek salvation through his dear Son. Some pro- 
gress, though with difficulty, is made in the school; the ave- 
rage attendance is about fifty,, A hew school ‘hhas been open- 
ed in a neighbouring village ; but the people are terrified at 
the idea of becoming Christians. Under the present circum- 
stances of this mission, it cannot be expected thatygreat pro- 

ess should be made in the work of translation; yet Mr. 
Pritchett is proceeding therein as speedily as he is able. 

The Directors wishing to strengthen this mission, sent out, 
in the spring of 1815, Mr. Dawson, one of the Missionar 
Students at Gosport, who has joined Mr. Pritchett, and wit 
Anandarayer, the converted Brahmin, will proceed with re- 
newed vigour in their important work. : 
| BELLARY. 

Weare happy to hear that Mr. Hands’ health is re-esta» 
blished, and that he is enabled to persevere in his Missionary 
work. He cannot, he says, gratify us with an account of the 
poor Hindoos around him having openly embraced the Gos- 
pel; yet he is persuaded that many are convinced of its ex- 
cellence and divinity, and are desirous of becoming better 
acquainted with it. The Gospels in the language of the 
country, together with Catechisms, have been extensively 
circulated, and have excited so much attention, that scarcely 
a day passes without several persons calling upon him. for 
books, and making inquiries. ) 

Mr. Hands occasionally visits the temples of the Heathen, 
at the seasons of their religious festivals, when he embraces 
the opportunity of distributing among them the word of life, 
and converses with them on its contents. Ona long journey, 
he visited the native schools in the towns and villages, ad- 
dressed the children, and supplied them with books, which in 
general were eagerly and thankfully received; and many 
heard, with attention, the glad tidings of the Gospel. We 
drast that these truly evangelical labours will not be fruitless. 
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Mr. Hands is assisted by Mr. Taylor, formerly of Madras ; 
and in the course of a few months will, we trust, be further 
encouraged by the arrival of Mr. Reeve, one of the Missiona- 
ry Students, who, with several’other labourers for India, has 
just sailed in the ship Moira, Captain Kemp.

Extract of a Letter from the Rev. E. G, Niels to the Rev, 
Mr. Ramftler, Riga, Nov. 2, O. S. 1815. 
DEAR BROTHER, . 

Sept. 21, O. S. of this year, | wrote to you, and refer to 
what I then wrote. | now have it in my power to send youa 
list of the number of Jews in various countries. 

1. Potanp. In Warsaw, 9700; in Posen, 3200; Polish 
Lissa, 3000; Kalisch, 1800; Rawitz, 1100; Geesen, 700. 
In Thoren, Jeowraclaw, Adelnau, Mezeriz, Schwein, Reiszen, 
Fraustadt, &e. are numerous congregations of Jews. 

In Dyhenfurt, not many 
miles from Breslau, the Jews have a printing office and a 
foundery, for casting letters.

The following account is to be found in Mr. Reiney’s de- 
scription of the Caucasus, vol, ii. p. 76. “ Great numbers of 
Jews reside in Georgia, especially in the province of Har- 
tuel, even in some villages. They distinguish themselves 
materially from other Jews, They are not given to com- 
merce and ‘usury, are only employed in agriculture, and live 
like other Georgian villagers. They are subject to the same 
taxes and to the same vassalage ; go also to war, and are dis- 
tinguished from native Georgians only by their national de- 
scent and religion ; of which, however, they observe nothin 
beyond the rite of circumcision, abstinence from pork, ‘od 
some traditions. They have-neither synagogues nor Levites, 
and are not regarded as genuine Hebrews, but as Canaanites, 
by the orthodox Jews.”? Perhaps they are descendants of 
the ten tribes of the kingdom of Israel. 

it is certain that Jews, when they are experimentally con- 
vinced of the truth of Christianity, are likely to be the most 
useful and zealous apostles, at least among their own nation. 
In proof of this, Paul and some Jews converted in modern 
times, may be mentioned. 

Though ! must suppose that you, dear brother in the Lord, 
and the esteemed brethren of your much-valued Society, have 
much more extensive intelligence concerning our Jewish bre- 
thren in all parts of the world; the particulars above men- 
tioned may, however, serve to supply what is deficient here 
and there. But were this not ‘hs case, it will tend to en- 
courage you to persevere in your truly Christian undertak- 
ing, when you read, that, among the Christians on the Con- 
tinent, there are such who have similar views and information 
concerning the Jews with you; which you will also sec 
from the address to this people from our late friend Fickert. 
Amidst the various and great obstacles which impede missions 
among the Jews, even more than among the Heathen, with 
whom we have rarely to contend against deeply-rooted pre- 
judices and antipathies, the prayer, “ Thy kingdom come,” 
is as needful for success as our daily bread is needful for the 
maintenance of our temporal life. In our Lord’s hands alone 
a few loaves and fishes had power to satisfy some thousands. 
In spiritual affairs the case is similar. The disciples only 
distributed the bread. And what are we, dear brethren in 


the Lord! Ah! were we but at least as simple-as the disci- 
ples were! 
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Even here we find Nathaniels and Nicodemuses among the 
Jews. Recently I gave to one, whom I number among the 
former, Jung’s Letter of a travelling Jew, ashe can read ané 
understand German; but afterwards I found, much as this 
letter encourages its readers to search the New-Testament, 
that suspicion and rooted prejudice still prevent him from 
venturing upon so wholesome and needful an ‘undertaking. 
The blessing depends not upon our willing and running, nor 
on the best suited and most priident measures, but on the in- 
crease which the Lord gives. We, with our best knowledge 
and greatest activity, are and remain nothing! Oars is the 
strength of worms and the sight of moles. : 

If his fiat accompanies our work, to Him alone belongs the 
praise and adoration. May we, divested of all selfishness, 
hive only to the Lord! May the Lord’s blessing attend all 
your undertakings in extending his kingdom also among the 
Jews, that his name may be mére extensively glorified among 
the nations, éven by this memdrable people. ‘This purpose 
has been obtained by their dispersion among the Gentiles, 
and will be obtained anew by their conversion to Christiani- 
ty, when it will please the Lord to revive this large field of 
dry bones.

TUSCARORA INDIANS. 
Extract of a letier from a clergyman, dated Ontario, (A. 
Y.) Ist of August, 1816. 

“TI crossed the rapid river Niagara, and soon entered 
Lewiston on the American side, then proceeded about five 
miles along the ridge-road, and®put up at the house of Deacon 
Childs, where I found a young Missionary by the name of 
Smith, supported by the ladies in Utica. An appointment 
was made the day previous to preach to the Tuscarora tribe 
of Indians, Accompanied by Deacon Childs, we’ arrived 
about 12 o’clock, mid-day, at the Indian village, and at the 
blowing of a large horn, about sixty Indians and Squaws col- 
lected in a new building erected for public worship. Among 
them was the famous chief called Sacarissa, venerable in his 
appearance, and Cusick, the pious, sensible Interpreter, be- 
sides several other chiefs. As this was an interesting inter- 
view, you will pardon me if Prelate the leading particulars. 
First the men and boys entered the building, and with solemn 
countenances took their seats; the chiefs to whom 1 was in- 
troduced, took their seats in one corner of the building ; Mr. 
Smith and myself took our seats next them, with the interpre- 
ter between us. After this the squaws and a few children 
entered and seated themsclyes near the door, with an appear 
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ance of much seriousness and humility. After being seated 
and a solemn pause, the venerable Sacarissa arose, and with 
a dignified air, made a speech in his own language of about 
twenty minutes ; then the singers arose and sung a Psalm in 
the Indian language in the most delightful strains... Agreea- 
bly to a previous arrangement, Mr. Smith then made a prayer, 
after which, another Psalm was sung as the first. Mr. S. 
and I had agreed to preach from Acts xvi. 34. “ Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ and thoti shalt be saved.’ He gave 
the text and explained the nature and object of Faith in 
Christ ; then handed me the Bible: | proceeded and explain- 
ed the benefit of Faith in Christ, namely, salvation ; and clos- 
ed with an improvement of the subject. All this was iiiter- 
preted by sentences, whilst the savage audience appeared 
absorbed in solemn thought about eternal things! . How en- 
couraging to the preacher of the everlasting Gospel ! How 
different from the gay, dozing, sleeping congregations, of 
Christians!! Sermon being ended, the singers, both male 
und female, arose again ai sung different parts in the most 
enrapturing sirains. Then Cusick called their attention, and 
in the most solemn, impressive, and fervent manner, pro- 
nounced in the Indian language, with tears rolling down his 
venerable cheeks, a prayer of at least a quarter of an hour 
in length; whilst the Indian audience bowed with profound 
respect and.attention! Be ashamed, ye trifling, fashionable, 
inattentive worshippers of God! Let saints rejoice at the 
hopeful prospect, when the Heathen tribes shall be given un- 
to Jesus for his inheritance! J pronounced the blessing, and 
after a pause, thanked the audience for their attention and 
order; after which, the aged Sacarissa arose, and with a dig- 
nified friendly look, addresssed Mr. Smith and me, express- 
ing on behalf of all, their thanks for our good talk, and wish- 
ing us a safe return to our fire-sides ; which 1 returned by a 
wish for their general welfare, and a particular, stated, supply 
in the Gospel, &c. all which was interpreted by Cusick. 
Then, in the same order, they retired as they had entered this 
place of worship, while Cusick, Sacarissa, and the other 
chiefs, gave us the right hand of fellowship: after which, 
others, both men tag women, with smiles of complacen- 


cy, grasped our hands and parted from us. What an 
interesting scene! In it I realized the progress of the 
Gospel .in Asia and Africa, and the coming of Christ’s 
kingdom throaghout the world! Another circumstance f{ 
eannot omit, A young Indian, about seventeen years of age, 
named William, followed us to Deacon Child’s house, where, 
at 5 o’clock, P. M. I preached from 1 Tim. ili. 16. He ex~ 
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pressed a wish for a Bible, for he could read the English 
language. Had ] had one, .O how advantageously I might 
have bestowed it at this time! What a mistake in the Mis- 
sionary Society, not to have furnished this tribe with a suf- 
ficent number of Bibles and good Tracts! I have preached 
often, and trust have successfully excited several new settle- 

ments to erect proper houses of worship, particularly in Cha- 
1 tauque, Gereseo, and Menden. Where I am now, there is a 
revival of religion, and I am pressed, out of measure, to tarry 
and preach. Stated preachers are much wanting.”

REVIVALS OF RELIGION. 

In.a former number, we gave some extracts of letters mentioning a conside- 
rable revival of religion which had lately taken place in the towns of Sher- 
burne and Smyrna. It appears by recent accounts communicated to us by a 
respectable inhabitant of one of those places, that upwards of 300 persons have 
been added to the Church, in these two towns, since the beginning of. June 
last, 100 of whom are Baptists, and the remainder Presbyterians and Congre- 
gationalists: that the work of grace is &till progressing in a most extraordina- 
ry manner throughout that region. An unusual attention to religion is mani- 
fest in the towns of Columbus, and 13th town, (part of Preston,) in Chenango 
County ; also in Truxton, County of Courtland, and Deriter, County of Ma- 
dison, At Owasco, in Cayuga County, about 300 persons were added to the 
Church, of whom 103 joined it in one day. 

Among the subjects of these revivals are: men of grey hairs, and youth from 
11 to 14 years of age.. In one place,.a number of these latter have, of their 
own. accord, formed: a prayer meeting, which they attend very steadily. A 
great moral reformation is manifest throughout that part of the country. The 
truths which appear to have been especially instrumental in producing these 
effects are the humbling doctrines of the cross of Christ; the exhibition of 
the total depravity of the fallen race of Adam; the only way of recovery, the 
blood of atonement of a crucified Saviour; the necessity of regeneration, of 
justification By the imputed righteousness of the Redeemer, and of sanctifica- 
tion by the influences of the Holy Spirit.

NEW BIBLE SOCIETIES. 
Female Bible Society of Charleston. 

On the 22d Aug. a large number of pious Ladies of all. the denominations of 
Protestant Christians of this city, assembled to engage in a more active co- 
operation, in the great work of distributing the Holy Scriptures. After 
prayer for the divine direction, they proceeded to the formation of a Society, 
to be called, The Female Bible Society of Charleston, South Carolina. 

This institution is especially imtended to supply the wants of the city and 
vicinity ; so that the Charlestom Bible Society may extend its efforts to more 
distant, more enlarged, and more important fields of usefulness. 

It is contemplated to carry the benevolent designs of this Society into more. 
complete effect, by appointing visiting committees, to search out the habita-. 
tions of ignorance and wretchedness, and put the Bible into the hands of those* 
who would not be likely to avail themselves of more public offers of charity- 
It is also intended to obtain Bibles of a large type for aged persons, and like-. 
wise Bibles in French, that every elass of the poor may enjoy the rich trea- 
sures of revelation. . The constitution provides that the supplies of Bibles shall 
be obtained, if practicable, from the Charleston Bible Society, and that the 
surplus funds shall be paid over to that Society, to aid the united cfforts of the 
Christtan world, to extend the knowledge of the Gospge 
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The prospects of this imstitution are very pleasing. The number of mem- 
bers is already four huadred. This is the twentieth* Female Bible Society 
recently formed in the United States. . 

The Rev. Drs. Palmer and Leland attended the meeting, and concluded it 
with prayer.
